Every vessel of fifteen tons and upwards trading within any port 
in Queensland shall, once in the month of January and once 
in the month of July in each year, pay the highest pilotage 
rate per ton chargeable in respect of such port.

Nork.—The amount actually realised bears but a small proportion to the amount sought to be recovered; but it must be borne in mind that in many 
cases the defendant, on a levy being made, becomes Insolvent, and any property seized passes to the Official Trustee for the benefit of the Creditors, and 


consequently no sale by the Sheriff takes place.
